FIow IHE MATKEBELE REVOLTED,

An Eye Witacunen's Story of the First En.

conmnters In the Mouth Afriean War,
From the Pall Mall Gasette,

It wanln the middie of June that the preach-
ing of the witch doctors that the rinderpest, the
locusts, and the scarcity of ¢rops wers awlng to
the whites led up to the rlsing of the Mashonas
under the loaderahip of & few AMatabale. When
the whites were driven from (he land then all
these evils would go; and mso the ward went
round lo exterminate the whites. But we In
Sallsbury prompily gol loto lasger--that is, the
gnol was fortifled and ootworked with sand-
bags and barbed wire, bevond whioh plokets
were established, two narrow entrances balng
left for the plokets to fall back Inte In
case of attack. The barbed wire fs put
low on the grotnd jusk to catoh the
shins and covers aspace of about twenty feet,

and so is pretty sffectunl agalnst a rush of say-
agea, but awkward for the plckets if they do
not hit the narrow entrances. They are likely
to be shot by thelr friends In the Iul,(or. if in
the rush they escaped the oml-ulglu of thenig-
gers. But all have bad to go Into laager at night,
At P M., and leave again at 8 A, M.; women
at i, All the business storea are closed, but the
banks open two hours & day; so &h. bank clerks
live, the pen in one hand, Lee-Meotford In the
other. At first thers was no cover inthe lan-
ger; wo rlent on the ground, clothes and boots
on, but with somo hlankets, ready to man the
walls at an instant. Somstlimes some of the
natives would try to steal out of laa
would get fired on lekets, antd the
ealled exery one tothe walls I atrice, Jl'wonples
were shot, but an awful mudfile was made of it

Five spiva were eaught, tried, aod condemned
tn be shot, but Judge Vincent, Commanders
General, ordered them aot to be shot untll the
murniog, so they were ankled together and t ed
toa pols in the native laager. About 2 in the
morning one of the coteide plekots snw A native
running and challenged bim, but he ran on, so
the pleket fred, Then he saw two others run-
ning, und the next plcket fired alsn, and tha
whole tuwn was 1n arms at the alints.. Soon
all was quiet; but In the wornlng, when
they went to Tnok for the five anles, they found
the poie dug up out of the earth and the spiea
gone, Moral: In native warfars, never put off
till to-morrow thoe you can rboot to-day.

HESUUE OF THE JESUITS,

Two of the most exeiting luellents of thie
slege have been the rescusof the Mazoe neople
aud the Jesult fathers, The settlement of Lie
futhiers s snout fiflesn miles oet, whera for
four years they bave been teaching and trying
to dn good aronnd them. But they had to flvo
and fight before tlie very natives whose kranls
wers in their estate. Une nf the fathers said
when their l,uluce was Attacked that he saw men
whom he hind learned to look upon as his
friemis, and hail hoped were converied, Lry-
Ing like deviis to take their Hves,

'?Ile taths es Lad Chrown (rees acrose the ronds
leading to the settlemant, to prevent the fathers
geiting into Sallabory: but the Jesults, deter-
mined to defend their settiemeut, fortified tho
upper rooms with sandbags, organized pickets,
and walted, and after an attemnmpt of vov of the
brothers L get into Salinbury, the natives closed
round, and trom the outhouses fired upon the
Iimyprovised fori. The mciion of the (athers
eaved not only themaelves, bt a patrol that had
essnyeld Lo reacun Mre Ruplog tn Matoko's dis-
triet, Fighting aganst enarmouy odds, this
patrol was driven ou to the setiisment, and. 1o-

ether with the fathers, made too big a force
or the natives to acuin nitnck; any we in sal.s—
bury. having sent out another pstrol 10 rescue
them, hail the satisfactinon of wee'og them coma
In atter passing theough some sharp Hring, In
whieh one of the guides of the patroi, Mr.
Stevens, was killed, Humors of lmpending
attack on the town were constant. At the
new moon o big atteck was 1o be made, Lut
the new moon ceame snd oot the niggers; they
ervidentdy forgot 1o keep thelr appointment.
The witeh ‘loviors bave told the natives the
white men's guns avill only fire water, but snme
of them have fovnd that water bite hanl. The
putives pitclied on the best posaible Lime for &
rising for us, and | rathier wonder at{t, as Lthey
are preily cute. We have had & lotof feverin
camp as It Ix, but nothiog to what It wonld
bave been In the wet reasun, and the native
knows how the fever knocks over the whitea

MAZOE,

The rescus af the Mazoe sett!s - brought ont
the Intense herolsin of some of cur peaple, and
two men's nawes shoold ever I remembered,
for they gave their lives for Lhelr leiluws. The
Mazoe district is aboot twenty-one miles from
sSalisbory, aud word was brought in for a wag-
olietle to sent out for the women folk, so
twymen with s wmall wagon and four mules
wentout tn bring In the ladles, They got vut to
Mazoe to find the whites entrenchied in & kopje,
with niggers all rutind on the hils trying to pot
them. 50 they determined to try and getthrough
back to Salisbury, and made s start Inspltev! a
wire frem Salisbory, telling them to kcep to-
getlier, tor the telegraph was still working, and
one of tlie men who hind gone out was Mr.‘}lll-
Iston, of the telegraph department. Six
men started to get through with fourteen
Mashonns carrlars and a doukey cart; buot they
were soon attacked, the uulln-lrlng hid in the
fong grass, The earriera threw down thelr
londs and fled, and the rebels’ shiots kille1 Mr,
Cass. The.rest got nto the dunkey cart and
tarned to get Lack to the langer, wien nne of
the donkeys was shot. Mr. Ford was killed, but
the rest got back in time to meet the women in
the wugonette and the remnlnder of the men
comiog on, All now 1arned back to the Iasger
and resclied [t through a heavy (lre from the
uatives. They then got the women under
cover of the rocks, and feeling all tnust bé mur-
dered If they atayeil thera walting for the sav-
nges to close in, Mr, Hinkiston offercd to go to
the telegraph oflice throush the fire 1f Mr,
Routiedge wonld go with him and wire to Saiis.
bury for rellef. It was almost certain: death, but
the two men started, renclied the omce, aud we
in Salishuly had the meseage, " We are aur-
rounded. Send ua help. This tsonranly chance.
Good-by." Hut they pever got back to the lnagor;
they were shot dead within sight of it

The wire toln us of the danger, and volon-
teers were called for, and six wentout in the
afternoon. Oneaf the six men rode back ask-
ing fur more hielp: the first six would meet (Lat
Hampden, and anether slx volunteered and
stnrted off at J1 P M., armed with
fords and seventy rounds, but with no retions
Hornes it was dificult to get beyond o walk., At
2A M. the hniting placs of the first patrol was
reaclisdt hornes wera not oif-snddled or wan-
tered, butal 4 the whole party rode on until

nenrly 7, when It was found thiey were on
the wrong track, and the company Lad
to  double ek, ‘Then one of the
horses  fell dow dying. snd  another
conld mnot carry s rider,  Ope man fel
nlok, wnd another war told off Lo goard and

bring on these men on foot: but he nml an at-
tack of fever, anil so thiese four were ardered to
kot boek to Balisbury, while the rest made hisir
way an, reaching the boleagured settlers just ns
& rush was about to be made on the Isager, after
adesporate running fight through svine tall
grasa, when tho native lire killed two horses aud
waunnded one wan, s that the horsed had to
carry duulble,
BRINGING THEM HOME,

On reaching the langer tho party was still not
cousidered strong cnough to “t the wonien
through the swarming encmy that filled the
litlle, and & Cape Loy was persuaded Lo risk o
run io sallsbury to briog out s Maxim guo or
more help, He lnekily met a patrol of thirteen
nnder lusprctor Neabitt, who camn to the wid of
the lasger, auil then, after a rest, two sheols of
fron were rigged np on the wagonette, the
women gob inside, apd with advaocs anid roar
guard of foot mnd horse, twatily-seven men in
wil, the purty staried. Ofttimes a halt Lhad to
be called to fire volleys into the enemy
that swarmed in the grase and oun the Lills,
One man was killed and two _horses aliot. The
eneiy had Mnartinl-Henrya, Lee-Metfords, nnd
olilrtime muzzle loaders. Onue of Lle barty, a
Mr. Papcog cot on she roof uf the wagonette
anid fired &‘ma enemy, and the women served
put the nmmunition, Further on bwo more men
woere killed and two wonnded, and two of wus
horses pulling the wagonette were killed, An
they nesred the Gwebl Dirlfe the sdvapce gunrd
rode nliead and started a tremvindous cheering
those behing sod in theowsgon woek It up. The
ruse succeeded; the enemy thought more help
was st band, and from Lere into Ballabury no
ntinck wis wde, but two of the three ladios
were wilows, snd some of the hravest of our
wen wore shot, giving up thelr Hyes for others.

From such locidents the lle we have been
leadiug may be lLwagined: gotens of sim lar
stories might be told of herale deedns of daring
and self-snorifichig herolsm.

Nilsson's Simplse Ways — A Gallery God'a
Remark to the Doctor in * Maebeth,"

The reminiecences of Luigl Arditl, the con-
ductor a2l composer, wern pnbllished about
four or five weeks ago In London. The book
was odited by the Baroncss Zedlitz, who de-
ecribes thus Arditl's experience when, at the
ace of 12, he was put forward by hils father to
lead n small orchestra:

“Belng n very Uttle fellow, he always had a
stool put on his clalr in arder to raise him
above the other musiclans, At the age of 12
(1834) young Antitl was allowed to occupy a
space In the well of the orchestra at the theatre
in Crescentino. * = * ‘Arlitodemus’ wns
being perfurmed, and the youthful violinist,
ns usual, necupled his *practicable’ compound
aeal In the orchiestra. Suddenly a loud nolse
wint heard among the mus! tans, the plece
stopped for a fow se jonds, audionce and actors
allke advanced toward the footlights in order
to ascertaln tho cause of the unexpecied dis-
turlmnce, when a llttle siamofaced boy, wlinse
anrk ayves were suffused with tears, w o ploked
up amid the debris of broken upholstery and,
what was worse, of a shattersd violin, "

The ltile fellow had fallen asieen. His
father's punishment was three months' ab-
wenve from the orchestra, Lot his grief and
penitence were s0 groat that he was perinftted
to return at the end of the month,

PATRAS, Greece, Sept. 16.—After the Turks
were expelled from Greece s painting which
lind boen borisd several hundred years by de-
vout Greek priests, and whose liding place had
becn kept =ecret for generations, wns dog un.
It hind Leen brivied In a hill In Matras, which
commntids & fne viewof tlhie sea, the mountaine,
and the luxoriant vineyards of the Peleponee-
sue, On thils hill was erected neplendid choreh
called Pendanassa (Ter Sarappal, or the Churcn
of the Flve Wise Virgins., The supposition is
that the secret of the burinl place of the valua-
bl painting lind been handed down through
five nuna, who contrulled their tongnes so well

the Turks nor any one else ever suspected the
existence of thie picture,

The church was named in  thelr honor.
Througliout Greece It is beileved that this Ma-
douna was painted by Su Luke, who, with St
Andrew and St Paul, certainiy spent & gread
deal of time in this part of Hellns., Moreover,
it fs claimed tiint 21 Lulle mnde thires coples of
this Madouns., and paintines siniinre (o1t are in
the monastery of Magnspeleon and in a couvent
at Uidessn.
